But 
judging from the behavior of the police 
against sit-down strikers, one would think 
that Harold G. Hoffman, New Jersey’s fink 
governor, had moved across the river. 

For the second time within three days 
police took a hand in attempting to break 
sit-down strikes. Their arrest of 17 strikers 
at the Woolworth store at 22 Sutter Ave., 
Brooklyn, and of 39 at the Jewish Hospital, 
is an outrageous violation of the right to 
strike. It follows the brutal police attack on 


the Jewish Hospital strikers on Monday. 


At the same time the police gave a wide 
berth to ten thugs of the Burns Detective 
Agency, who terrorized strikers at the 
Woolworth store at 34 W. 14th St.

* The remarkable stand of the heroic Peo- 
ple’s Army of Spain is testimony to its self- 
sacrificing efforts to stem the tide of Fas- 
cism. But the danger is allayed and not 
ended. Mussolini may be expected to increase 
his shipment of troops to Spain. Hitler has 
a definite understanding with both Mussolini 
and General Franco to do his share of inter- 
vention. 

When the commander of the People’s 
Front force, General Miaja, said that the 
time for ringing of bells or celebrating of 
victories was not here he was telling the 
truth. 

Furthermore, the battle against Fascism 
will not and cannot be won in Spain alone. 
The Spanish people can be counted on to do 
their utmost as they have so magnificently 
demonstrated already. However, the victory 
against Fascism in Spain — particularly 
against its most powerful support, Italian 
and German Fascism—can be won only by 
the most energetic assistance of the anti- 
Fascists and the peace-loving people of the 
entire world. 

The Spanish Government has made a 
special appeal to the conscience of the Amer- 
ican people. Will American democracy stand 
by and permit Spain to be felled under the 
united blows of the Fascist dictators of the 
world? Certainly the American people would 
not want that outcome.
